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A  MESSAGE 

BY 
THE  EDITOR 

There  is  no  better  way  of  expressing  the  spirit  of  a  school  than  through  the  medium  of  an  Annual,  and  we  do  that  again 
this  year  in  the  "Tower,  1975".  What  we  do  is  so  much  the  expression  of  what  we  are  at  heart,  that  our  activities 
throughout  the  year  are  the  surest  index  of  our  fundamental  character  as  a  school.  In  these  activities  are  recorded  in 
concrete  form  our  aims  and  ideals,  and  if  we  wish  to  examine,  correct  and  review  them  we  have  but  to  ponder  the  record 
of  events  set  forth  in  this  annual  volume. 

Every  school  has  various  goals  at  which  to  aim.  1  do  not  refer  to  its  immediate  goals.  It  would  be  an  unworthy  school 
which  did  not  aim  at  graduating  all  its  students  and  which  did  not  make  every  reasonable  effort  to  improve  the  quality  of 
its  teaching.  This  should  be  taken  for  granted.  It  should  also  be  taken  for  granted  that  a  school  provide  those  other  ac- 
tivities outside  the  classroom  which  appeal  to  a  boy  and  secure  his  interest  and  loyalty,  such  as  athletic,  dramatic  and 
social  activities.  In  other  words  it  goes  without  saying  that  every  school  will  pay  due  regard  to  the  physical  and  moral  as 
well  as  to  the  artistic  and  intellectual  pursuits.  Saint  Michael's  College  School  has  striven  to  do  all  this.  With  what  suc- 
cess, you  can  judge  from  the  record  written  in  this  annual. 

What  1  have  in  mind  chiefly,  however,  is  the  more  remote  goals.  One  of  these  certainly  is  to  prepare  a  boy  to  make  an 
honest  living.  Another  is  to  make  him  a  good  citizen.  These  are  worthy  aims,  not  to  be  ignored.  But  what  is  most  im- 
portant is  to  consider  how  far  God  has  a  place  in  these  goals.  If  love  of  home  and  friends  and  country  ennoble  a  boy.  and 
reflect  credit  on  the  school  that  formed  his  heart  and  mind  to  these  noble  ends,  the  love  of  God  raises  a  boy  to  the  highest 
level,  and  a  school  which  has  the  true  interests  of  its  students  at  heart  will  keep  this  aim  uppermost  and  will  strive  above 
all  things  to  realize  it. 

St.  Michael's  is  proud  of  what  it  is  able  to  accomplish  towards  making  its  boys  love  their  homes  and  their  country.  Its 
Graduates  over  a  period  of  more  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  years  have  reflected  credit  upon  it  by  the  quality  of  their 
citizenship  and  by  their  loyalty  to  their  country.  The  heroic  sacrifices  of  those  who  have  given  their  lives  in  two  World 
Wars,  and  the  noble  deeds  of  all  the  others  fill  their  old  school  with  the  greatest  pride  and  make  her  exclaim  with  the 
mother  of  the  martyred  Machabees  "These  are  my  jewels." 

But  St.  Michael's  insists  that  she  has  been  able  to  inspire  this  love  of  home  and  country  in  her  students  only  because 
she  has  never  forgotten  to  inspire  first  of  all  in  them  the  love  of  God.  The  study  of  religion  has  always  held  first  place  in 
her  curriculum.  The  truths  of  our  holy  faith  have  been  taught  daily  -  the  practice  of  prayer,  of  devotion  to  the  Blessed 
Sacrament,  and  of  adoration  to  the  Blessed  Virgin  as  a  model  of  purity  have  been  urged  constantly.  The  Basilian 
Fathers,  who  have  one  after  another  throughout  the  years  served  on  the  staff,  have  endeavored  to  exemplify  in  their 
lives  the  love  of  God  which  they  have  urged  on  their  students.  Those  who  have  won  the  privilege  of  teaching  here  are  in- 
spired by  the  memory  of  their  predecessors,  and  their  strongest  resolve  is  at  least  to  carry  on  that  great  tradition,  dif- 
ficult as  it  is  to  improve  or  adorn  it.  It  is  their  constant  prayer  that  they  shall  never  forget  thai  love  of  home  and  country 
and  of  all  good  things  is  the  fine  flower  of  the  love  of  God,  the  source  of  all  good,  and  that  they  may  continue  so  to  leach 
their  boys.
